10. OUR RESOLUTION'S WINNING MARGIN DECLINED FROM 19 
VOTES IN 1974 TO 8 VOTES IN 1975. THIS DROP REFLECTED 

IN CONSIDERABLE PART COMMUNIST TAKE-OVERS IN CAMBODPA 
AND LAOS PLUS ADMISSION TO THE UN OF THREE NEW LEFTIST 
OR LEFT-LEANING STATES (MOZAMBIQUE, CAPE VERDE, AND SAO 
TOME AND PRINCIPE) WHICH HAVE EMERGED FROM 
PORTUGAL’S FORMER TERRITORIES. WITH THE HOSTIL SIDE FURTHER 
BOLSTERED BY THE ADMISSION OF THE COMOROS ON NOVEMBER 12 
AND WITH THE NORTH KOREANS CARRYING ON THEIR VIGOROUS, 

OFTEN HEAVY-HANDED AND SOMETIMES REPORTEDLY THREATENING 
LOBBYING (WITH SMALL COUNTRIES IN PARTICULAR), THERE IS 
LITTLE ROOM FOR COMPLACENCY ABOUT THE VOTE ON OUR RESOLUTION 
IN PLENARY. ON THE OTHER HAND, HOWEVER, REPORTS 
INDICATE THAT OUR SIDE'S CONTINUED LOBBYING IS HELPING 
TO MAINTAIN OUR RESOLUTION'S MARGIN AND TO LIMIT THE MARGIN

VOTES IN COMMITTEE ONE.
